“If you're going to main- 


tain a free press, you cannot 
have it subject to political 
processes, and student govern- 
ment by definition is a politi. 
cal process, so that in the mi- 
crocesm of the student cam- 
pus then you are confronted 
with a fundamental issue of 
American iife, namely, free- 
dom of the press from political 
control and domination.” 

“Quite apart from the action 
of student government, public 
agitation and discussion on the 
campus can be used to cor- 
rect the eccentricities and re 
calcitrant character of a news- 
paper when it gets too far out 
of line as far as the students 
are concerned I would 
myself hesitate to see stud- 
ent government in any given 
situation ittempt to become 
the censor of the student 
newspaper.” 

Gallagher took a personal 
position on editorial criticism 
of local and state administra- 
tion by a college newspaper. 
His NYCC experience led him

About halfway through the 
second half, the Hornets nar- 
rowed the gap to 52-42 but 
couldn’t get any closer. At 
this point, Fresno’s Mike Mc- 
Ferson got hot and led 3a 
spurt that netted 11 consec- 
utive points for the Bulldogs. 


McFerson and big ‘Tony 
Burr completely controlled the 
backboards for Fresno. Mc- 
Ferson collected 17 rebounds 
and Burr managed to take 11 
off the boards. Whitaker was 
the top Hornet rebounder as 
he nailed 13. 


McFerson and Burr also 
played a big part in the Bull- 
dog offense. With 22 points 
McFerson led all scorers and 
was closely followed by Burr 
who sank 18. Fresno’s Jeff 
Jacobsen also hit in double 
figures as he had 13.
